T he crucial question about adding an Intermedi- 
ate level to A level examinations was always 
whether this could fulfil the declared aim of 
broadening the sixth-form curriculum, without 
devaluing its own currency when it came to university 
admission. 

In a sense this has been inherent in the background 
to the whole sixth-form curriculum and examinations 
debate, which has been going on at least since 1966, 
but the dilemma was crystallized when die Schools. 
Council - in response to an invitation in 1979 fhun 
the then Secretary of State for Education, Mr Mark 
Carlisle - came up with the original 1 level proposal, 
which it saw both *'as a means of broadening the 
curriculum followed by some traditional sixth-formers 
and also of helping to meet the needs of some pupils of 
tower ability than those who have traditionally 
attempted A level courses.” 

The initial response from Mr Ciirllsle thnl it was 
doubtful whether a single examination could meet the 
needs both of the "new'' sixth , whu were likely to find 
A levels loo demanding, anti of their more academic 
contemporaries who were over-specializing on the 
competitive route to higher education, foreshadowed 
the subsequent reaction from the universities. 

While prepared to make all the right noises about a 
jbroader sixth-form education, few gave a more specific 
blessing to any new exam that might be seen to lower 
academic standards (they were prepared to spar on the 
possibility of a lengthened university course). This 
benevoicntly-veilod response berame discemibly { 
more equiweal in the replies to Sir Peter Swinnerlon t 
Dyer's University Granfs Committee letter. t 

In answer to the queslion about reduction of t 
specialization in the sixth-form, for example. Oxford < 
University conceded that “some broadening of the \ 
sixlh-form curriculum is now urgently required”, but I 
went on to express apprehension about the possible ii 
cons^uences; “There is, in the opinion of those t 
experienced In the realities of university admissions, a 
risk that the more specialized pattern would be s 
preferred (* facto, but not de jure) and that the s 
broader pattern of studies would be seen as appropri- t 
ate thinly to the less academic among sixth-form v 
pupils. The replies from Salford and Ltmeaster c 
universities also revealed specific doubts. .

i The new AS level proposals published by the 
, Education Secretary this week (page 5) do Just that. 
• First of all, there has been the surprise and apparently

: no queslion of anything intermediate about the nature, 
timing, quality or value of the new examination. It will 
be designed only for sixth-formers judged capable of 
handling existing advanced level exams, but will be 
supplementary to them. 

Tlie trick is to perform the delicate balancing act of 
persuading the universities that AS levels will be worth 
considering at the admission stage, while simul- 
taneously persuading the schools and the brightest 
students that they are worth taking. 

Probably rightly, the proposal document now put 
out for comment concentrates on weighting the 
balance towards academic acceptibility. If, as Sir Keith 
hopes, the universities can be persuaded to make their 
offers through UCCA . explicitly depcpdfliit on AS 
levels In addition to A level (there could 

be little doubt that they wduldbe'a mmt'for anyone 
' with higher education aspirations. 

To achieve this aim , however, there is no doubt that 
Sir Keith would considerably increase the work -load of 
the high-flying academic sixth-former, and simul- 
taneously accentuate his already divisive policies for 
the new sixth-form. The vocational road, via the 
equally new CPVE for the one-year sixth-former, 
would be even more firmly fenced off from the golden, 
but ever steeper, road to academic success. Sir Keitli 
is not to be diverted at this stage by doubts about 
borderline eases, though many in the schools will be. 

it may be that many schools will, in defiance of 
strictures about demanding standards, still be per- 
suaded by parents to put unsuitable candidates in for 
the new AS levels, if they do materialize. Whether this 
will be feasible or likely to debase standards could 
depend on the sort of syllabuses that the exam boards 
and Secondary Examinations Council are able to 


produce in the short time-scale envisaged. Indeed, it 
now looks, at least initially, as if many will simply be 
the existing syllabuses, cut in half. 

*ilie thinking at the Sb(J seems to be that it is on tne 
face of it possible to take half an A level at the same 
standard as the whole (for maths, for example, you 
could simply take statistics, or computing science). If a 
syllabus is content-based, in short, it should be 
possible to look at half the content, although the 
question might then arise of how far it retained the 
necessary intellectual challenge, or gave the student 
sufficient feel of the subject. 

If we look at AS levels from the point of view of the 
sixth-foraier in search of wider choice, in fact, it 
seems likely that many would prefer a new syllabus 
designed for their needs (perhaps a modem language 
course with practical applications for the scientist, or 
an introduction to information technology for the arts 
student), rather than something else chopped down. It 
is not yet clear when that could be on offer. 

Nor can we be sure until the whole enterprise gets to 
UCCA stage whether admissions tutors will in practice 
be as enthusiastic about a “contrasting" AS as a 
'‘complementary" one. And will they be prepared to 
shut out a good scientist because he or she has flunked 
I an arts AS? Will students duck contrastlne subjects 
I just in qise? ' 

There are other major shags. Local authorities and 
schools are to be enjoined to introduce the AS courses 
within existing resources. Sir Keith hopes this can be 
achieved largely by packing AS students into existing 
A level groups, but in practice admits unequivocally 
that small sixth-forms unable to call on extra teachers 
will be at a serious disadvantage and may only be able 
to provide one or two, or no, AS levels. 

He is, in effect, saying that he wants AS to'fiappen, 
but admitting that not all schools will be able to 
produce the goods. The paper goes so far as to hint that 
a sixth-form or tertiary college might be better placed. 

The most serious question, however, is whether this 
is what sixth-formers, employers of anybody else mean 
by broadening the curriculum. The whole thrust has 
been towards academic respectability and finding ways 
of ptting the Job done without snending any extra 
But can you really broaden sixth-form studies just by 
piling on extra exams?

C ommon sense and Sir Keith 
Joseph triumphed when the 
Cabinet decided that the mem- 
bers of the new Inner London 
Education Authority should be direct- 
ly elected. Wlisi matters now Is that 
tne residual muddles should also be 
excluded from the forthcoming legisla- 
tion. 

These were the subject of a consulta- 
tive letter sent out last November from 
the Department of Education and 
Science (responses were due by the 
end of January) and decisions have still 
to be made on them, llie letter said 
that the Government's object was to 
increase “the individual involvement 
of each boroush In the arrangements 
for education in its area" - thouolt ns 


the Secretary of Stale confirmed in his 
announcement there was no question 
of devolving to the boroughs any part 
of the ILEA's functions. 

Instead, the letter proposed new 
arrangements For consultation and for 
tl(e Mpointment of school governors. 
Briefly, the authority was to oe given a 
stotulory duly to consult with each 
borough formally “at least once a term 
and at such other times as the borough 
concerned may reasonably request . 

Consultation was to be about the 
authority 's budget, on anv proposal to 
change the character or. enlarge or 
close existing schools, or (o establish 
new ones, and for “discussion of broad 
doUct lni(iatives“ of die authority and 
''of the performance of the system as a 
whole". 

The proposed legislation would also 
"enable the boroughs to assume the 
major role" in appointing the gov- 
ernors of county and voluntary 
schools now appointed by the IL£A. 
It envisaged that three-quarters of 
llfese “local authority" governors 
should be appointed by the borough 
(the “minor authorities") and one- 
quarter by the authority. • 

The chief characteristic of these 
proposals was their pointlessness. No- 
where In the letter was it suggested that 


they would effect any improvement in 
educaUon or administration in inner 
London. It was not claimed that the 
authority would be better informed, or 
more cmcient, or hnancially more 
responsible, as an outcome of the 
statutory consultation. There was no 
hint of what the consequences of the 
consultation were expected to be. 
Nor was it asserted that new ways of 
appointing governors would improve 
the performance of governing bodies, 
Let alone affect the expenence of 
students, parents and teachers. The 
changes were proposed for their own 
sake, or at best as a means of “involv- 
ing the boroughs". It was not ex- 
plained how MIC “involvement" of 
local authorities with no responsibility 
for education would improve the per- 
fomiancc of an authority with such a 
re^unsibilliy. 

The important thing is that public 
authorities should consult the public, 
and in the past the ILEA has consulted 
indefatfgably. The future authority, 
however, is meant to consult with 
other authorities: it would be holding 
13 meetings every term (at least) with 
its neighbouring authorities, it is hard 
to imagine a more useless set of 
arrangements, or one more likely to 
distance the authority from the people 
it is meant to serve.

An an- 
ority should have to balance the 
demand for services in its area with the 
local readiness to pay for them.

On past experience one would 
expect the borou^ to claim that the 
consultation was not “real”. A dispute 
will be created which may last for 
years, the authority of the responsible 
body the ILEA will be undermined.

DES seeks support for

He 16 -year search for a less special- 
^ fonnat for sixth-form studies 
Wrion this week when the 
SJeninient announced draft propos- 
ab for new advanced supplementary 
fAS) courses and exams to be taken 
aloijUe existing A levels. . 

wf^ilh Joseph, the Education 
Secretary, said he was “reasonably 
offlfldcnr that the proposals would 
win the support of schools and univer- 
silles. If that proved to be the case, AS 
courses would begin in 1986 and first 
exams would be taken In 1988. 

A consultative document issued by 
the Department of Education says the 
aim of the new exams is to broaden the 
curriculum for A level students with- 
out diluting academic standards. 

^itlb-formers aiming for higher 
ediKtUion would continue to pursue A 
kvel courses in subjects in which they 
eventually intends to specialize, 
while also following two-year AS 
eounes in, subjects that either com- 
ptei^t^ ,qr, ppptrasted ,with their 

have half the ^abus content of A 
leveh but would demand the same 
acadeo^ standards. The DES envis- 
ages that they will require around half 
the teaching time allocated to A levels 
- perlups four periods a week in 
contrast to six or eight. 

Ministers distinguish between AS 
levels that complement a pupil's main 



A levels and those that contrast with 
them. They say there are strong oigu- 
ments for both approaches but lay 
stress on subject combinations that 
widen abrth-formers’ academic hori- 
zons. 

They say they would like “as many 
students specializing in science and 
mathematics as possible to continue 
during their A level years the systema- 
tic study of, for example, English, 
history or a foreign lan^age; and as 
many students specializing in the arts 
and numanities as possible to continue 
the systematic study of, for example, 
mathematics, technology or one of the 
sciences". 

The document gives guidance on 
how pupils can stnke a oalance be- 
tween the two types of examination. 
Candidates now taking four A levels 
(one in four sixth-former^ might take 
three A levels and one AS levm, those 
taking three

ig tbree A levels (one in two 
-Tormers) might take two As and 
two or three AS levels or tbree As and 
one AS, and those taking two A levels 
might add one AS. 

Sr Keith said that the DES had 
learnt from its last foray into this field 
over three wars ago when it. had 
referred to the possimlity of introduc- 
ing I levels for sixth-formers. 

°'We changed the I level name to AS 
because the°I' stood for intermediate 
and we wanted to avoid the suggestion 
that the broadening of A levels would 


be associated with a reduction ia 
standards.” 

The new exam would not be a 
halfway house in either academic 
terms or in timing, he added. This 
point is stroiM^ made in the docu- 
ment: "The (unerence in A and AS 
levels should Ue in the amount of 
ground covered in the course, and its 
emphasis, not in the standards of 
penbrmanee expected of candidates.” 

Hie Education Secretary conceded 
that the new exam would push up 
educational costs, if only by requiring' 
l.e.a.s to pay extra exam entry tees to 
the exam Doards. But he was sceptical 
whether it would require schools to 
employ extra teachers and ruled out 
the possibility of any new money to 
fund the new exam. 

“I doubt whether more teachers wiU 
be needed because sixth-forms above a 
certain size should be able to 
accommodate the extra demand within 
existing groups.” 

He agreed that iiEit ’^every school 
would be able to offAi:A&:'lft.vdl 8 i!ffiid 
that those with small sixth-forms 
would be “relatively disadvantaged”. 

The DES has set a deadline of next 
October for comments on the propos- 
als. If these prove favourable, it will

standards, half the heads and parents 
who replied amed that some exam 
boards set easier exams than others.

But, despite the “striking differ- 
ences" in pass rates, the consumer 
watchdog nnds it impossible to say 
whether some exams are caster than 
others. If the exam boards are doing 
tlieir job of achieving equal standards, 
it says, liighcr pass rates in some 
boards or siibiects simply mean they 
arc nssessingcliildren ot higher ability. 
“It's impossible for us to measure how 
successful they arc."

More than half of the girls on A level 
rourses are stUl taking no matiis or 
science subjects, according to the 
latest statistical bulletin from the DES.

Boys have stuck finnly to their 
traditional arena of maths and science, 
with the proportion taking only those 
subjects ita^ng at about 41-42 per 
cent and the number confining ilicm- 
mives to arts and social sdenccs drop- 
ping from 34.5 to 28 per cent between 
ISW and 1983. 

Pupils of both sexes have, however, 
turned Increasingly to a corablnution 
of maths or science and other subjects 
at A level. The figure for girls taking n 
mixture of subjects rose from 21.S to 
28.6 percent and for boys from 24.4 to 
30.2 per cent over the same period.

Most young churchgoers neglect the 
traditional dally ritual of believers, 
according to a survey of 1,300 teenage 
worshippers. 

It shows that the Bible is read daily 
by only 5 per cent of 13 to 15-year-olds 
surveyed and in the sant^ 
grace is said regularly by only LO per 
cent and daily prayers by only 38 per 
cent. 

The survey, carried out by Dr Leslie 
Francis of the Culham College Insti- 
tute for Church Related Education, 
found over 30 per cent of Roman 
Catholic young pec^ never read the 
Bible compared with 19 per cent of 
Free churchgoers and 19 per cent 
of Anglicans in the same age group.

merits of doing

Most primary schools, whether in open 
plan buildings or not, still think of 
teaching in terms of classes of 30 
children and have not taken advantage 
of flexible grouping and team 
teaching. 

This was the message from MrsJoan 
Dean, chief inspector for .Surrey's 
education department, in an address 
last week to a conference on open plan 
primary schools. 

She regretted that this was the case, 
not least because the stnndard class 
size of 30 pupils was not good for 
anything; *‘lt's not good for dfscussion 
and it's not good tor direct teaching: 
you can do the inspirational stuff with a 
lot more than 30 children." 

Mrs Dean, who for 11 years was 
senior primary adviser in Berkshire, 
explained that during the 1960s when 
she was helping to establish open plan 
schools, the possibility of grouping 
children was seen as a major ndvan* 
ta|e. ."Group size is known to make a 
din^rence to an activity and wc should 
use this knowledge." 

There was a need for more educa- 
tional research to explore the effec- 
tiveness of certain group sizes; also, 
when should children learn on their 
own and when should individualized 


learning be combined with group 
learning and class leaching? 

Group flexibility and team teaching 
were common themes throughout the 
conference which had been organized 
by a team of Berkshire teachers, 
sponsored by Berkshire education au- 
thority, ana held at Easthampstead 
Pnrk educational centre to mark the 
2Slh anniversaiy of the first open plan 
school built at Finmcre in Oxfordslure. 

In a speech titled "Yesterday's vi- 
sion and loda/s practice", Mrs Dean 
said loo much had been expected of 
teachers and with hindsight she was 
cniical of how ill-prepared they were. 
"In the event I'm amazed bow well the 
tcndicrs coped." 

if she was doing the same thing again 
she would mount a substantial in- 
scrvicc training programme for staff 
and preparation courses for parents. 
She welcomed the "rash" of primary 
curriculum documents hqw heing.'pro- 
duced in different l.e.a.s Which might 
leave teachers “free to concentrate on 
how to help children to learn". Ir was 
too much to expect teachers to design 
the curriculum as well as to teach it.

Mrs Mukhopadhyay warns that 
attempts to attack “stereotyped" atti- 
tudes, must be used "with care since 
they voice racist and ethnocentric 
statements which, despite the dear 
indication that they are myths based on 
ignorance, may ^in some credence 
because they appear on an examina- 
tion paper". 

She says that the new courses and 
exams now springing up "may help to 
counteract the dominant attitudes of 
radsm and ethnoeentrism which suf- 
fuse British culture”. 

In her opinion, many of the sylla- 
buses still in use are “relics of the 
colonial past and do not reflect the 
changes in British sodety and the shifts 
in the world balance of political and 
economic power which now necessi- 
tate that bU children have knowledge 
of other societies and cultures". 

She is particularly aitical of the way 
schools teach children about the Third 
World. There is too much emphasis on 
the indices of world inequalities, such 
as ONP per capita, and not enough on 
the underlying causes, she says. 


“In a society where racialist and 
ethnocentric atntudes are widespread, 
the candidates may attribute sucii 
Inequalities to the lethargy and incom- 
petence of Third Worlo nations. 

“At best, moking candidates merely 
relate the extent of the inequality is 
'only likely to engender palroniring 
attitudes of sympathy." 

Pupils should be encouraged to see

After three days of high drama and 
intense debate, deJesntes left the 
annual conference of the National 
Union of Teachers with their salary 
policy for next year still undecided. 

What became clear during last week 
was that a majority of the delegates 
wanted a Hat-rate pay claim to be 
lodged by the union for the Hrst time in 
IS years. But a scries of debating 
tactics and procedural manoeuvres 
prevented that from being expressed in 
the words of a conference motion. 

The issue will now remain unclear 
until a special salaries conference - 
probably in September - which will 
assess the outcome of the salary res- 
tructuring talks apparently going 
ahead wiui the local education author- 
ities and fix next year's claim. 

Ikfr Doug McAvoy, acting general 
secretary ot the NUT. said; we 
report we have failed on the salary 
restructuring talks in time for 1985, it is 
likely we would be looking for some 
intenm salary claim on the basis of a 
flat rate. 

*'The purpose of this flat rate would 
be to get teachers away from the 
poverty line which the majority of 
them are now on." 

The drama over pay was ^rhaps 
best summed up by Mr David Hrth, a 
depuv head from Bradford, who on 
the Iniirsday morning tried to per- 
suade delegates to lake a third bite at 
the flat-rate cherry in the form of an 
cmcr«ncy nkotion by urging them 
"don't be put off by the moving of the 
devious question.*' 

He was dcscribiru the procedural 
device used by Mr Don inters, the 
•union's ex-president ond now treasur- 
er. . Fgr, immediately after delates 
hiuliVQited by a decisive maiodty nr an 
amendment to the executive's salary 
proposals for next year calling for a 
flat-rate rise, he moved "the previous 
question”. 

If his bid had been successful it 
would have hod the effect of reversing 
the flat -rate amendment and removing 
it from the salaries document.

Denying that design was the proper- 
ty of any one subject, he said the idea 
was not to turn out a few specialist 
designers but to equip ail youngsters 
with . the ability to manipulate their 
environment tbrou^ practical skills aS 
well as, reasoning. 

Peter Young, HMI, said there was 
mud) confusion in senoob about the 
teaching of crafts, design and technol- 
ogy. Too oFtep the gufoance of sensi- 
tive art teachers bad been removed. 

He also revealed the HM Inspecto- 
rate ^uld be writing about tbe place 
of art and design in the curriculum at 
the ages of 14 plus and 16 plus during 
foe next year, odd their ideas would be 
tried out in schoob. 

The’ aim was to enable pupils to 
' wOrk more from direct observation, to 
take pleasure iii their work and to have 
the skill to carry, it to a satluactory 
conclusion. To do that he said they.

Stuart Macdonald; editor, of the 
Journal of AH and Des^h Eduction, 
said the introduction of the design 
element was causing a fear among ari 
teacliets that .art education ^ would 
become a subsidiary of a design de- 
partment. “The best way to ensure 
that", he said, “b to stick yourlte^ |n 
: the saiid and pretend that desl]^ does 
riot exist." 


A call for a coherent locaf authority 
and regional training strategy for ah 
teachers was made last week by a 
leading special educationist. 

Professor Peter Mitiler, of Man- 
chester University, (old the annual 
conference of the National Council for. 
Special Education in Northampton, 
that education was ‘'lamentably back- 
ward in staff development compared 
with other professions, 

“Since education is our business b it 
not extraordinarily ironic that we pay 
little attention to our own educational 
development? None of us b adequate- 
ly equipped to meet the challenges 
confronting us; we all need retrain- 
ing," he said. 

He believed every teacher should 
have access to a personal development 
programme which would be negoti- 
ated between the teacher, the head 
and the load authority. This plan 
would need central government en- 
couraumenl and funding. 

Although they must be grateful for 
the £lm earmarked by the Govern- 
ment for in-service training for special 
educational needs, even this devel^ 
ment was seriously flawed. The 
amount was inadequate to cover more 
than a tiny numberrof'the'couhtry's 
22,000 primary and 4,000' sebond^ 
schoob, so tbe process of choosing 
teachers to send on courses was bound 
to be arbitrary. 

The training institutions have so far 
been willing to run the courses without 
extra money, but inevitably this has 
been at the expense of other equally 
valuable work, said Professor Mittler. 

Professor Mittler pointed out that 
the specific funding for in-service spe- 


cial needs training was confined to 
teachers in mainstream schools. The 
training needs of teachers in special 
schoob were being ignored even 
thou^ it was clear tne schools would 
continue for some time to come. 

Since the publication of the War- 
nock report on children with spedal 
educational needs, higher education 
had suffered a series of severe blows 
including a spate of early retirements. 

No efforts had been made to protect 
medal education departments. 
Qiurses had been abandoned - in 
Mandiester they bad been forced to 
give up most of tneir advanced work in 
maladjustment, though they were one 
of only four universities with a special- 
ist diploma in this field. 

Neither was he impressed with the 
recommendation of tne working party 
of the Advisopr Committee for the 
Supply and Traini^ of Teachers. They 
have just told the Education Secretary 
that specialist initial teacher training 
for foe deaf and mentally handicap- 
ped, for example, should end so that 
resources could be switched to in- 
service and initial training. 

He did not think thb would happen 
and believed that the management side 
-hadt( hotiiyet thought through the 
stratedy.' 

□ Mr Freddie Green, HMstaff Inspec- 
tor for Spedal Education, agreed that 
the 1981 Education Act had generated 
mountains of paper. Mr Green said he 
also realised that the Government had 
been accused of over-fomalizing what 
had been Intended as an mformal 
procedure to decide which children 
should attend special school, units, or 
were in need of some special provision. 


And he knew that (he Act some- 
times placed professionals in a moral 
dilemma: they had to write a “state- 
ment” for handicapped children in- 
dicating their problems and needs, but 
had to ne mindful of the restraints on. 
resources. 

He feared that the Government’s 
rate-poUcy capping and talk of “finite 
budgets" could mean that special 
education expenditure would not be 
kept at the same level as it had been 
during the past three years. 

As for integration of handicapjsed 
children Into ordinary schoob, Mr 
Green noted that many children were 
merely being placed in the mainstream 
with their needs unmet, 

He hoped that the newly-proposed 
body, the Council for (he <^redita- 
tion ofTteacher Education, would only 
approve a course for initial teacher' 
training when it contained a manda- 
tory etement of special needs. An 
option was not good enough, he said. 

Mr Green said he was **very sad” 
that the Government had decided not 
to legblate on the legal b^b of further 
education. Thu continued the gap in 
the 1981 Education Act which had 
been deliberately left by the framers of 
the original Bill because they had been 
told that the whole legal ftaniewdrU foi 
16 to 19-year-olds would be clarified in 
due course. 

The present Education Secretary 
had firm ideas about the 1944 Educa- 
tion Act’s interpretation: Sir Keith - 
Joseph had said on numerous occa- 
sions that local authorities had a duty 
to provide education up to the age of 
19, but foe situation could change, Mr 
Green warned.

UjDg-slandlng cntlra of the Youth 
Mins Scheme are beginning fo rally 
m ill dwence.

The critics, along with many of the 
scheme's originel champions, are con- 
ceotrallng on resisting pressure from 
ministers to phase out Mode Bl, the 
training projects run by local author- 
itiu and voluntary agencies. 

Ihey are also opposing any new 
moves to make the scheme compulsory 
by cutdng off benefits entirely from 
youngsters who refuse to Join. 

Al ihe same rime, they are insisting 
that the trade unions should step up 
^QTts to expose employers who ex- 
ploit youngsters without providing any 
worthwhile training. The unions are 
also being urged to press the Man- 
power Services Commtsiion to put 
mote resources into monitoring. 

Two of the scheme’s critics^ both 
hodiei prooiinentty involved in the 
training and youth employment field 
produced reports this week evidencing 
the new feara, Both the Greater Lon- 
ddo Youthaid are 

setting oufmoi^iiterhative training 
polldes which they say should replace 
the present YTS, but both are emling 
for urgent measures meanwhile to 
renedy Us alleged abuses. 

Twelve hundred YTS places in Lon- 
I dooarebetr^fundedbytheOTB.The 
I board says it is compelled to spend a 
third of its £3m-a-year budget on 
nipporting the scheme to try to make 
up br its deficiencies. 

Six hundred apprenticeships - which 


together with London Transport's 
training programme arc thought to 
make up nearly a half of the total 
apprentice training now surviving in 
the capital - are being sustained by the 
board. 

It is not known what will happen to 
them if the GLC-funded boara, which 
includes representatives of industry 
and education as well as the political 
parties, goes under in the abolition of 
the council.

Despite the fanfare surrounding 
MCCs move, however, the new ven- 
ture has niQ into unexpected difficulty 
in persuading leading academics to 
leave northern and western universi- 
ties.

Major reforms likely to become part, 
of the spending plan include increasing^: 
the starting pay -of teachers from' 
$11,000 to $15,000, banning athletic, 
activities during the school day so that 
more time can be devoted to teaching, 
and eliminating most vocational 
courses to make way for a standardized 
academic curriculum. 


Paying teachers by results - in the form 
of merit pay and master teacher pro- 
grammes - has been tlic single nuist 
controversial element of Ihe reCorms 
that have emei^ed over the past 18 
months from the United States great 
debate on education. Now Caltfornia 
has unveiled a dramatic variant of the 
same theme - paying schools by results. 

Under a proposal unveiled this 
month by Mr Bill Honig, California 
school superintendent, schools that are 
shown by a combination of staltatlcal 
Indicators to have improved student 
performance wUl receive up to $SO«000 
In "merit payments*', to spend however 
they wish. 

Mr Honlg said the scheme was made 
possible by big Improvements In data 
coBeclion and procesring that would 
enable the stale to provide each school 
with a detailed profile of Its standing In 
key "quality Indicators". They would 
probably Incinde student test scores, 
the proportion of students taking the 
sebouiasUc aptitude test (SAT), dropout 
rates, enrolment In difficult sulyccts 
like physics, chemistry and modern 
languagesi and to amount of home- 
work set by the school.

Mr Honig's scheme has yet to be 
debated by me state legblaturc and the 
teacher unions. In the past, teachers 
have argued that pupil pcrfonnaiice Is 
an unfoir basis for rewarding schools, 
because It ts affected by many factors 
beyond the control of leachera. Many 
headteachers also argue that the 
achools that perform best are the 
schools least In need of additional 
funds. 

Mr Honlg, however, matatalns that 
if the system is Introduced enrefoUy it 
could provide dramatic Incentives for 
teachers and institutions. He sold care 
would be taken to ensure that the 
"quality Indtentors" were equitable, so 
that schools were measure against 
counterparts with similar student 
bodies.

Racism in 
Bradford 


JENNY WOODWARD 
& OTHERS 


We are a multiracial group concerned 
I about the apparent racism in some 
Bradford schools. Despite the fact that 
most of us were fully educated in 
Britain, our children are facing 
teachers who are unprepared to ack- 
nowledge their equal place in British 
society. 

The particular expression of bias 
that has forced us to put pen to paper is 
an article by Mr Ray Honeyford, the 
headmaster of Drummond middle 
school, n multiracial school in Brad- 
ford, in Tite Salisbury Review, winter 
1984. 

At first we thought that it was so 
abusive, inflamniatory and extreme 
(for example his desenption of a local 
community relations omcer as a '*half- 
I educated and volatile Sikh") that it was 
' barelyworthyofa response. However, 
although Mr Honeyrord admits that 
he depends on his ‘^intuition’* in the 
article, many people support his views. 
One headline in tne local paper reads, 
“Three cheers for Mr Honeyfordl** It 
increasingly became apparent that a 
critique of nis argument was essential. 

Another reason for responding is 
that the mombers of our gioup all, fall 
into one or more of tbc categories , 
that are vehemently op^sed 'By. Mr ' 
Honeyford. Therefore, we thirilcthat' 
we should defend ourselves. Our con- 
cern with the educational progress of 
minority children does not stem from 
“professional opportunism", despite 
Mr Honeyford^a contentions about 
this. There li no doubt that he would 
call us “multiracial zealots'* as we 
believe that British schools should 
adjust to coter for thdr multiracial

population - a position that is sup- 
ported by Bradford education au- 
thority. 

Those of us who are black intellec- 
tuals resent being cast aside as of 
“aggressive disposition, knowing little 
of me British traditioo of understate- 
ment, civilized discourse and respect 
for reason". 

Those of us who are Asians deny 
that we are “politically hysterical 
because we disagree with Mr Honey- 
ford and the white parents among us 
are quite capable, no doubt to Mr 
Honeyfbrd's amazement, of “express- 
ing our social and educational anx- 
ieties'’. Ihese parts of his article seem 
to us to be a classic case of the 
projection Mr Honeyford's own perso- 
nality onto the minorities he dero- 
gates. 

Mr Honeyford bemoans the sugges- 
tion that the term “immigrant” is no 
longer used. Many black people now 
describe themselves as “Black Brit- 
ish". This is because society catego- 
rizes minorities, not as Sikhs, Gujera- 
tis, Antiguans, Nigerians, mixed race, 
or Muslim, but as black. Also this term 
would define his pupils and parents as 
minorities who are here to stay. The 
article uses the simplistic, and divisive, 
categories of black, brown and white. 
Mr Honeyford's opposition is couched

We were forced to agree with Mr 
Honeyford that Linton iCwcsu John- 
son is not in the literary tradition u( 
Shakespeare or Wordsworth. Linton is 


flattered by the very suggestion. What 
is clear, nowever, is mat minority 
children who fail to identify witn 
biased images ffor example, in 
Othello, or the Merchant of FeNi're) 
may be turning to Johnson, or other 
autliors, who can relate to them and 
their lives. 

The article categorizes minorities as 
black and therefore different. Exotic 
elements are exaggerated and dis- 
torted. Thus disunions may be stres- 
sed where none exists. It is not only 
Asian girls who become aware of their 
bodies at puberty. Attitudes to purdah 
vary according to the individual fami- 
ly. However, purdah stems from mo- 
nves that British people should surely 
respect; the modesty and protection of 
young girls at a vulnerable ao^c. 

The article makes black chilorcn the 
scapegoats for the educational failure 
of white children. It blames Asian 
children for whom English is a second 
languase. Yet current research indi- 


cates that billnmal cliildren arc often 
more advance^onceptually than chil- 
dren with one language. They are 
advantaged as they are within two 
cultures. What follows from Honey- 
ford’s position is that white children 
should not learn a second, or third, 
language, such as French, or German, 
for fear of “linguistic confusion". 

The article concludes that the roots 
of black educational failure lie in the 
West Indian family structure and 
values. West Indians lack educational 
ambition and a disproportionate num- 
ber of their families are fatherless. We 
are tired of these repetitive and contra- 
dictoiy stereotypes of West Indians. 

There are historical and economic 
reasons, related to slavery and im- 
perialism, why the West Indian family 
structure is as ft Is. And the divorce rate 
in the majority population la rising. 
More than 2S per cent of all females 
will divorce at least once by the age of 
50 (Office of Population Censuses and

After 34 unbroken years la the House the man 
who tried to make Her Majesty accountable, who 
JLj, tbe Establishment by referring to Princess 
Karet as ‘thii expensive kept woman" and 
wM warned by Norman St John Stevas that he 
ffluld find himself in the Tower for doing so, is 
slW battcring away at the bastions of privilege. 
But less optimistically. 

M iense defeatism", he said bleakly when I 
asked how he viewed his years in the House. “All 
mv life I*ve battled for the working classes but, 
cofflpared with what !Ve just seen in Cuba, we've 
done nothing. In 24 years they’ve eliminated 
llUtericy, created a free health service and given 
women power. By revolution. We just evolve. So 
far we'w taken 300 years and still not done as 
mudi . . . and now we're evolving backwards." 

The fiery.hair Is dimmer, the spectacle lenses 
ihlekerbiit the sense of outrage is as strong as ever 
ond.tbe old Duriiam eloquence as sharp. 

We talked In his tiny office at the House. 
WilUe, a soace, sprightly man with a disconcer- 
tingly boyish manner, me, and Margaret, his 
second wife and first love. “We were at Washing- 
ton Orammar together. She was the clever one 
but I went lo university - always the same 
inequality you see," he said gloomily. Then, 
brightening, he added, “I can close my eyes and 
see her now, walking along with her satchel under 
her ama and the sun in her hair." 

They share a passionate affection for the old

elementary school “where we got a superb 
educBtion and drank penny mugs of filthy black 
cocoa with our sandwiches while the dinner 
children ut down to cooked food at a table with a 
doth'*, and above all, when they talked of Willie’s 
dad. For any interview with Willie Hamilton Is 
ucenarily alio an interview with Willie's dad. 

"Amarvellousman, my dad. A Durham miner. 
Could've been another Nye Bevan ... he 
combined Church and Party by making sure all 


the church council voted Labour! His greatest 
achievement though was that none of his four 
sons followed him down the pit. 

“IL wasn't easy, mind. I was keen to be away out 
most nights. Many's (he time he's stood over us 
with a poker till we finished our homework." 

Willie's dad brooked no nonsense and Willie, 
who never quite graduated to the solemnity of 
William, obliged with a scholarship to the 
secondary school, a degree from Sheffield and a 
Cert Ed. He read history and economics because 
dad deemed them essential for a working-class 
lad, and education for the same reason. 

“It never occurred to him 1 might go into 
politics. That's the trouble with the working class 
-their damnable inferiority complex. When you 
consider the rubbish we’ve got in here ... On 
both sides. Though", he put in slyly, “it’s that 
much worse on the Tory side.”

In 1939, as he completed his studies, war 
began. “I asked dad what I should do and he said: 
This is an Imperialist's war- not to be won by the 
working clittses - register as a Conscientious 
Objector.' So I did, on political and reli^ous ' 
grounds." 

At the hearing the judge informed Willie of the. 
political truths of the conflict and Willie inforifr^' ‘ 
the judge that Truth was the first casualty of WAr' 
He was found defiant, repellent, rude and 
without any sincere conscientious objections. The 
application was initially rejected but sustained on 
appeal and he was put to work on the land. 

When Russia entered the warded said: “Now is 
the time to get into uniform." Thus Willie began 
the war as a CO in the forestry division and ended 
it as a captain in the Education Corps. It was an 
experience which heightened his political resolve. 

Even before demobilization he was contesting 
the Fife seat of the legendary Communist MP 


Willie Gallagher. Dad was not pleased. “He said 
Gallagher was the best working-class MP in the 
country." But Willie had earned the right to go his 
own way. Gallagher wasn't a Labour man, 
therefore he was fair game. 

In the event it was a close run thing. Willie lost 
by 2,000 votes and he spent the next five years 
teaching at Bailey Technical College and pining 
for Parliament. 

“I enjoyed teaching mind. 1 like young people. 

I still go and talk to them but I felt then that 
Westminster was the place for me.” In 1950 he 
won the seat from Gallagher only to discover that 
a conscientious MP could not get by on £1,000 a 
year. In no time he was back in the classroom, 
supply teaching to make ends meet. 

He rapidly made a name for himself in the 
House as an anti-Royalist MP and collected a 
considerable following on both sides of the 
Border. Many of his staunchest supporters are old 
age pensioners. But grassroots support does little 
to forther a politician’s career and Willie re- 
mained firmly on the back benches. There Is no 
doubt, he says, that his outspokenness destroyed 
his career prospects. 

“I was told twice, once in '64 and again in '66, 
that 1 could only be considered for office if I was 
prepared to change my views on the Monarchy," 
he said bitterly. “1 wasn’t and I have never held 
office. Thirty-four years in Parliament without a 
single step forward must be some sort of record.” 

Sitting quietly, gravely discussing the present, 
he seemed subdued. Not what I had expected of 
the uproarious author of My Queen and /, the 
man who introduced England's Queen to his 
readers as "a middle-aged, middle-class lady . . . 
only by accident cast in the role of leading lady in 
the Royal Ruritania Li^t Opera Company". Or 
‘'_th'i;man|'t^hi^ fMed ^t'Ff|ht^e.Fbi|^^^ su^estion 
thrff'piiople'ibi^dbe tVra (pf having more than 
two children, bn the grounds that a couple with 
eight children would cost society £30,000 over 10 
years. “Just one of his children (Princess Anne) is 
currently in receipt of £35 ,0(l0 n year," he wrote in 
1975. 

Now it is not so much the dissolution of the 
Monarchy which concerns him as the dissolution 
of the Welfare State. 

“I am inundated by letters from constituents 
complaining about ciiucational cuts at every 
level. But the most objcctional thing U the 


As a young MP, Willie Hamilton, the scourge of the Royals, 
had to do supply teaching to make ends meet, he tells Susan Thomas 
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Government’s altitude, its emphasis on private 
education at the expense of the public sector. 

“And take the attacks on the universities - the 
threat to close the pharmacy department at 
Heriot-Watt - that's caused anger thraughout tlie 
universities but the Government does nothing. 

“And the disgraceful provision of adult educa- 
tion. 1 was approached by the Worker’s Educa- 
tional Association, who were desperate to do 
something about East Scotland. They only need 
£20,000 but (he Government won't find it. 
Instead it spends £7,Q00m a year on the Falklands 
nonsense . That's criminal irresponsibility and you 
hardly hear a murmur against it.” 

He is hardly surprised at the lack of opposition. 
Livii^ as we do, in an era of bread and circuses, 
television and bingo, he feels the populace is 
distracted from the real issues. “And the working 
classes don’t have the fire in their bellies they 
once had. 

“Partly that’s the result of better houring partly 
of an educational system which is designed to 
shore up an unequal society. Look at it. There is 
nothing in the traditional syllabus that teaches 
young people to question the basic structure of . 
society, whether it's a monarchy, a government or 
what. History is composed of kings and queens, 
not working people or the mechanics of power. 
Only recently have civics, sociology, urban and 
political studies appeared on the t^etable. And 
when they do. the minister doesn’t like it." 

And schools, all unaware, maintain the status 
quo at every step. From toddlerhood onwards 
they do adulatory projects on tlie Royal Family. 
Why? “Because their teachers, like everyone 
else, have this totally erroneous idea that the 
monarchy is apolitical. 

“Look how Wilson persuaded the Queep fo 
preach loyalty to Ian Smith before iUDli:and 
Heath sent her to Paris to proclaim sbjfifo'fi for 
the EEC. The Queen cannot be remote from 
politics. The recent incidents in Jordan are a case 
in point." 

Would it, 1 wondered, make much difference if 
the monarchy were to be abolished now. Not a 
lot. he said, though he would still like to see them 
paid and treated like top civil servants and eligible 
for tax like anybody else. I 

“On top of that” he said, without irony, “we 
should have the right to sack them or make them 
redundant if they didn't do their job properly or 
were surplus to requirements." 

The last 34 years have been on uphill struggle 
for Willie and noneof his special interest areas aie 
doing well. Not pensioners, nor nurses nor equal 
rights. 

’ “For lUl the legislation we've had, wombn are 
hardly any better off now than they were 20 years 
ago. Where .'are the women MPs; layers, 
beadteacbera or (nanagers In Industry? Arid now 
with unemployment, they're being forced out to 
work for low wages ^ain. I see it in my 
constituency where the mines have closed down 
and the yvomen are the breadwinners, 'doing, 
poorly poid. work in the newelectronics Industry. " 
Eyerywhei'e he goes, in schools, iii his consti- 
tuency, in the House, he encounters the same 
feelings of despair and a' loss of idealism. 
“Sometimes I think I*d have achieved more if 1 
had stayed in education. At least I’d have got 
promotion - DEO perhaps - and had an oppor- 
tunity to help working-class kids."

If fashion prevails, the answer 
must be Everything and Nothing, for the idea has 
got about that religion is such a touchy subject for 
modern man in his contemporary enlightenment, 
that no self-respecting RE teacher dare suggest 
the Christian Faith might be true. 

Of course the RE advisers and resource 
persons - our present day Scrilics - will agree that 
religious faith can be "a valid option” or "an 
appropriate stanccforliving”, but. when it comes 
to the question of truth, they pass by on the other 
side. Tliis is disappointing: for unless truth is to 
count as pari of the issue . there can never be a way 
of telling even which life stances are appropriate 
and which are inappropriate. Our method of RE 
teaching is to set up a sort of religious bazaar 
where the pupil can sample not only the major I 
religions but Shamanism. Voodoo, fertility rites, I 
astrology, numerology and the Tarot. I know a 
girl who did her CSE project on witchcraft. 
Anotiter was studying the various cults of un- 
reason such as Divine Light, Gum Bhagwan 
Rajneesh and the Children of God. Arc we 
supposed to think that children in the secondary 
school - and at the less discriminating end of the 
intellectual-critical range at that - are able to deal 
adequately with movements that arc potent 
enough to beguile their older brothers and sisters 
in university'? 

On the one hand educational experts tell us 
how impressionable young people are, but in the

matter of RE these same young people are 
expected to possess powers of judgment to which 
few adults would aspire. Upper juniors in Sunder- 
land, for instance, study the life of Krishna, and 
Ihe Swderhnd Agreed Syttabus admits that this 
will r^uire consideration of '‘Indus Valley civi- 
lization, life and customs of India, some notional 
reincarnation and the role of Brahmins" . Is this to 
be Imbibed before or after morning playtime? In 
fact, the nine-year-old is going to have to be at It 
all day because he will find that M^ammad and 
Buddha are In the syllabus as well. In (he case of 
Muhammad he is asked to pay particular anen- 
tlon to the prophet's attacks on polytheism ; in the 
case of Buddha he must study that founder's 
previous lives and his enlightenment. 

Who is being enlightened here? No one. For

prophets beside the story of Jesus. But he will 
want to know - and I have beard them ask - 
“which story is true?" and “Is Lord Krishna a 
Lord tike Lord Jesus?". It is at this moment, of 
course, that the RE teacher is supposed to 
perform his vanishing act, for truth has no part in 
this sort of education, only opinion: and the 
nine-ycar-old should be “allowed to make up his 
own mind". 

To make up his own mind - on the basis of 
whaH And the answer is liberal prejudice and the 
secular utilitarian superstition that all religions 
are of equal value, that they are all the same kind 
of thing and so can all be "studied" at once, 
labelled and put away under various ‘‘project/' 
headings. “We did Buddha in the autumn. Sir and 
after Christmas we're going to do Jesus." This is a 
kind of mindless arrogance and it amounts to 
brainwashing with liberal values - values which 
are never scrutinized as closely as the various 
religions which are so airily packaged, digested or 
otherwise got rid of. 

Moreover, it is a thoroughly sham liberalism 
since it tolerates religion only up to that point 
where the practitioner takes his practice as a true 
and real thing end so begins to offend against the 
totalitarian blandnesa of liberalbun Itself. If 
anyone doubts this, he has only to consider the 
controveray over the way Bradf^ Muslims want 
to have their meat slaughtered or a dozen other 
flashpoints which appear as soon as a person takes 
the practice of his religion seriously in ouf so 
tolerant society. 

This contemporary Babel in RE all begins from 
the most impeccable motives. In its comparative 
religion course, the Wiltshire Agreed Syliabus sets 
out to enable pupil? "to enter, as deeply as 
possible arid without premature evaluation, into 



the feeling, beliefs and actions of the believer" . 
TIus ^m, laudable as it sounds, is mistaken in 
principle. On the basis of what cm a person "fiom 
the 13-plus range" possibly enter into the very 
nature of four or five different faiths In that way? 
Those of us who have tried know that it is difficult 
cuough to enable a child to acquire the feel even 
of'one faith, and that Christianity, 

The fact is that religion is cultural. One's 
culture is one's religion. There now, I have said it; 
1 have stated the one obvious fact about reli^on 
which, plain and easy to see os it is, always earns 
the collectivist anathemas of the liberal utilita- 
rians. What next? I had better be careful or I shall 
find myself asserting that there are indeed 
different races and cultures each of which takes 
sufficiently seriously the items and symbols of its 
religious history and doctrine as to believe that 
they are true in an absoluto sense. Well, that is

Rcliaion is not a subject which one can learn 
About It Is much more like learning to read; one 
bams'it by doing it. A child becomes aware of his 
rellidon through the constant repetition of a fixed 
Iclof ancient stories and prayers which are tied to 
s regular sequence of ritual observances. This is 
tbe Mme thing as belonging to a culture. It is not 
jomcthlng separate from life, it is what creates 
any particular form of life. Those stories and 
rituab are the building blocks of the personality. 
Tfey live within all members of a religion os 
‘etifr^ and make those members what they are. 
And the mind, like nature, abhors a vacuum - 
ivbieb means that one culture can only be denied 
in tbe name of another culture. It is, to say the 
least, not seif-evideutly true that the culture of 
technolo^cai secularism is of more value than 
say, English Otrlstianity of the post 400 years. 

Current RE theory is based on an entirely 
Bfldentandable desire to take politics out of the 
ubere of religion, ff all faiths can be subsumed 
beoeath tbe "objective", “non-prejudiced" uti- 
liurian method of teaching about rellgjon then 
perhaps the truly contentious issues can be 
avoided'SDd strife prevented. Perhaps. But there 
ll a price to pay and the price is the effective 
deitn^on of religion and culture in the sense in 
which these were always understood - as forms of 
Kfe which at the deepest levels themselves form 
life. 

Ccmmuniim is iogicel, at least, in defining all 
religions as equally bad and itself the one true 
filth.

Children of Japanese 
workers in Wales find a 
welcome in the hillside but 
have to do e>ctra language 
and maths work to keep up, 
with contemporaries back’ 
home, lota Smith reports. 

A t nine o’clock every Saturday morning 
SO Japanese pupils arrive at Howardian 
High School, Cardiff which, for one day 
a week, becomes the Welsh Japanese 
School, In their local British schools they arc 
taught in Engllsli but on Saturdays only Japanese 
is spoken. 

As Iwao Tosaki, the headmaster, explains, 
"Our aim is very simple. We teach Japanese 
language and culture so that the pupils won't 
suffer educationally or socially when they re- 
turn." 

The school has been open for two years thanks 
to the support of parents who pay ^e teachers’ 
salaries, supply books, supervise the children on 
the coach which brings them to Cardiff from the > 
Sony factory in Bridgend, and even provide 
refreshments for the teachen' break.' The school 
also receives n small grant from the Japanese 
Government.- 

The pupils, ranging from six to fifteen years, 
are divided into seven classes, each with Its own 
teacher. Most of the teachers work on weekdays 
in one of the seven Japanese companies in South 
Wales. Midori Matsui is a qualified teacher but is 
also a purchasing executive with Taikron UK in . 
Mid Glamorgan whore she works aloiipido some 
of the parents. Iwao Tosaki came to Britain 
especially to lead the school. 

Although the building is provided by South 
Cloniorgan education authority, teaching ma- 
lerials like charts and work cords arc made at iiie 
school and books are Impprted from Japan. The 
school’s library of 300 Japanese books is essential 
says the head, "Because it reinforces bur lan- 



guage classes as well as encouraging the children 
to read widely". 

All pupils attend Ihe language and culture 
lessons hold during the morning. The afternoon's 
activities are optional but most diligently stay on 
throughout the day. They are taught a varied of 
subjects including science, social studies and 
maths. "We work very hard in maths otherwise 
the children will have difficulty in catching up 
with their classmates in Japan," explains Midori 
Matsui. When pressed on the sbortcomings of 
British maths teaching, however, site eventually 
says "it’s just different’’. 

Families stay in Wales for on average of three 
'or four years. Some, however, remain much 
longer and one or two of the younger pupils wore 
born here. They’re completely bilingual and often 
act as Interpreters for their mothers. 

Being part, of two cultures seems to pose no 
problems. They switch easily ftom one 10 the 
other as the occasion demands. Some even learn 
basic Welsh, and on St David’s day (March 1) 
they proudly wear daffodils and Welsh hats. 


Perhaps it helps that both Wales and Japan are 
rugby-playing countries. 

. The following Saturday they celebrate the 
Japanese Oi ris’ Festival by learning the folk songs 
associated with that day. "Sadly, we can't nave 
the traditional parties In Britain", says Midori 
Matsui, “because the rice wine Shirozake is 
unavailable over here. But we do our best to give 
the children an insight into Japanese folk cus- 
toms." 

' Assembly is regarded as an important part of 
the school day. Taking place mid-inoming it's an 
opportunity for staff and pupils to get together. 
Very little time isspoiit on announcements. Tlie 
school prefers to sing songs and recite Joponesc 
poems. 

Reading aloud is an important part of (he 
younger children’s language studies, and their 
entht^aam brings textbook plays to life. 
Although discipline is strict in Japan, this school 
does not appear harsh. “The only rule the 
children object to’’, says the head, ^^is that which 
forbids them to eat sweqts in class"-

*We had no such thing as printed newspapers in 
those days to spread rumours and reports of 
things, and to improve them by the invention of 
men, as 1 have lived to see practised since, Defoe 
wrote in A Joumatof the Phgue Year, with a hint 
of irony lacking in this Inter example of tJie genre. 
Five years after the nuclear war of October 28, 
19M, there arc assumed to be few such things as

If Strieber aod Kunetka were the only ones at 
present contemplating this possibility, we might 
I not need to worry. Unfortunately, there are 
people on both sides who are seriously examining 
their chances of “winning" what they call a limited 
nuclear '‘exchange" - a neighbourly form of 
words, suggesting that what they have in mind is, 
say, leaning over the Iron Curtain and swopping 
inaults. At any rate, the term hardly seems 
adequate to describe mass destruction, warday is 
a conscientious attempt to expand on it. 

The hat the military happens to wear at any 
moment is partly a matter of fashion. In the 


USSR, under Khrushchev, it was acceptable to 
take the view that any form of nuclear “exchange" 
would result in such massive killing and devasta- 
tion that neither side could afford to play to win. 
But by 1965, Lt-Col Rubkin was writing (and, 
'.presumably, not as the expression of a merely 
'■personal opinion), that it was untrue and dangcr- 
' bus to assert that no victory was possible in a 
nuclear war: the very idea would lead to "disbelief 
in victory . . . fatalism and passivity”. And so it 
goes on, with American “experts" reflecting 
similapwings from gung-ho optimism to fatalistic 
disbelief. At the moment, fatalism and passivity 
seem to be out. We could win , chaps, and some of 
us survive to taste the fruits of victory (remember- 
ing to wash the dust off them first). 

The relatively minor nuclear transaction fore- 
seen_ by Strieber and Kunetka supposes the 
non-involvement of Europe and Japan and their 
emergence as the dominant world powers. Britain 
generously gives medical aid to the stricken US, 
now divided into a number of virtually self- 
governing states. In some areas, intruders arc 
shot on sight. Everywhere, doctors are ordered 
not to treat radiation victims with little chance of 
survival and euthanasia is condoned by the Pope, 
notably for victims of a new and incurable virus. 
Most of this is familiar stuff In post-nuclear fiction 
and the book, not particularly well-written, 
seldom hits on the unexpected detail that would 
make the horror real.

It is brilliantly conceived, designed 
and directed. Seventeen actors assume 
37 roles: particularly notable are Paul 
Stewart (Moses); Geoffrey Burridge a 
noble Boxer; Jessica Turner trebling 
amazingly as dizzy Mollle, ferocious 
dog, broody ben; Greg; Hicks convin- 
cingly doubling idealist Snowball/ 
opportunist Whymper.

The history of childhood, once an 
almost completely neglected topic, has 
finally come into its own. From 10 
books and articles per year in the 


1930s. at least 900 important contribu- 
tions to it were puolislied .between 
1971 and 1976, and even more since. 
During this lime, controversial inter- 
pretations of child history have not 
always stayed at a remote academic 


level. Ever since Philippe Ari£s pro-

The manual that comes with a micro- 
computer is a very peculiar aninial 
indeed. It almost invariably suffers 
from a conflict between its many roles:

manual that should tell the advanced 
user how everything can be done, and 
many .more. The outsider may not 
realize the difficulties its authors have 
laboured under; for the authors prob- 
ably never had a machine to experi- 
ment with, the designers would often 
not let them know how something was 
planned to work for fear that, once set 
down in black and white, it would be 
impossible to change. 

It is no surprise that the user's 
manuals are perceived not to serve the 
demands of tne beginner, and that two 
yean or so after nucros appear on the 
market, there then appear books to tell 
the beginner how best to use them. 

These three fit this market well and 
their content Is accurate as far as 1 can 
see, and would be of serviceable 
assktance to any beginner. 


A Beginners Guide to the BBC

Interaction was, h^pily, not all that 
was on view at the Wembley exhibi- 
tion.

The Cuban Missile Crisis is pre- 
sented in terras of Knischev trying it 
on.

The strip showa maps of strike 
capacities, contemporary aerial photo- 
graphs and press cutting, all padded 
out just a bit too much with monotone 
mumhots - the world was still black 
anowhiic in the 60s - of the protagon- 
ists.

Guernica is about one that did. The 
author suggests that this is oneinatadee 
where liioril Judgments do have a 
place in history. Detached explanation 
of how and why war can lead to such 
monstrous inhumanly is not enough: 
we must condemn. Tlie strip bepns 
with Dali's horrifically portentous 
“Premonition of Civil War' and ends 


with Picasso's anguished compassion 
for the total dcsobllon of the numan 
spirit which Guernica represented. If 
ever art can illustrate liistory it is here. 

Tlie violence of Kennedy's assas- 
sination was on a different scale, but 
his death was a public one, the first 
medio assassination, it is used here to 
discuss problems of evidence and in- 
terpretation. The photographic evi- 
dence includes cind stills wniw the FBI 
rascovered they’d printed - or had 
they? - in the wrong order, and an 
onlooker's shot shown first whole, 
then as cut down in the Warren Report 
to exclude the .outriders whose evi- 
dence the Warren Commission also 
excluded. 

Similarly equivocal' eyewitness 
accounts are included on the cassette,- 
which marries with the visual evidence

' ndea. As a historical whodunnit Tt is a 
success, but it allows no pity for the 
death of a man wlio, was, whatever 
else, one of the last symbols of hope 
and progress in our liretime.

Opportunities for schools* humanities 
teachers to use computers in their class 
teaching have so far been limited. 
Many programs have stuck to relative- 
ly easy, numerically-based studies,, 
such Hscha^s in population patterns. 
Yorkshire 'felcvisTon have now pro- 
duced four programs which avoid mere 
computation skills. Each program asks 
children to think about ana discuss 
questions and all set their problems in 
historical contexts. 

How We Used to Live. 1936-19^3, 
has been a straightforward historical 
reconstruction series examining romal 
history from the perspective of a 
“typical" family and aiming at the 8-13 
age group. The pro^ammes have been 
low key, introducuig contemporary 
adult problems from a child’s perspec- 
tive and presenting aspects of the 
period visually and verbally. 

The eoimruter project, prepared for 
use with BBC Micros, has been under- 
taken to “accompany" the series, not 
be dependent on it. It is a justinable 
dbtincilati. The programs could cer- 
tainly be used with other preparatory 
material; indeed this separation from 
the series itself raises the fundamental 
issue of whether they really can in- 
crease historical awareness and under- 
standing or whether their true educa- 
tional value lies elsewhere. 

The generic headinB of the four 
proBrams is “On the Move", emph- 
asizing that society was experiendng 
processes of change. The geographic^ 
context is an imamnary region near a ' 
city- “Stoneport -containing a small 
town and a number of different-sized 
lie first program, “Family on 
", examines housing and 
amity budgets. Children have to Select 
iob, from three of differing income 
status, then choose a' House and 
.._ow through the Implleations of 
heir choices. 

'“Children on the Move" asks pupils : 
take the roje of assisting a biue^g 
leer to chopM villages and families 
aseleclion. of children coming fr^ 
city during the evacuation in 1939. 
nousns’* .tooks at how the new 
Of ^ forties were perceived by 
i developers.- 




“Goods” contrasts the relative 'per- 
formance of canal, rail and road in die 
post-war period. The children have to 
select the most appropriate methods 
for moving various proaucts over diffe- 
rent routes. 

Each program demands group 
work. This is not simply because a 
limited number can be Involved in 
computer use at any one time, but 
because the programs are structured to 
provoke discussion and reference to 
the sheets provided. Neither the indi- 
vidual pupil nor the class as a whole 
can effectively consult all the material, 
but a group of two to five could have 
photocopies of the Gve sheets which 
they would need for consulting house 
photographs and plans, railway time- 
tables and descriptions of children to 
be evacuated. Ihey will also ne^ to 
record some of their decisions on 
paper, and type. , their , ideas on the 
po^pi^^r. .Ypt.imch program could be 
' run a number bf times mine different 
criteria and producing different re- 
sults. There is plenty to satisfy all the 
groups. 

Technically the programs are quite 

§ ood. Colour is used effectively and 
iagrammatlc maps can easily be re- 
lated to those on trie sheets. The screen 
is rarely filled with too mudh or too 
little text. Sound effects are the most 
inadequate feature, considering the 
potential of the BBC Micro, but the 
projgrams are largely “user friendly” 
andchildren shouTd nave little difficul- 
ty once they (and, the teacher) have 
learnt to note the vital full-stop which 
sets the tape running. The switching 
between RETURN and key C to move 
the program forward is annoying but 
easy to master. Yet these are really 
only minor irritations that with one or 
two runs will disappear. 

The teacher's notes are adequate, 
prorided that the television senes is 
used or alternative background read- 
ing undertaken. Their most obvious 
nusdon is any giilde to the length of a 
twlcal run in the classroom - few 
classes are likely to have groups using 
' the micro in under an hour, asKiimiiiB 
they have read the sheets lwfr>TehanC 
. and many will take' much longer. 

' Hgbt-yea^olds will undoubtedly 
find the lan^a^ difficult and many 
will not grasp the concepts; the railway 
timetables alone will seem quite be- 
wildering. However, most top Juniors 
and lower secondary pupils should 
maiuae the! material without major 
diffioultv. and the nntenHnl Uv*l nf 


for upper secondary use as well. 

The programs clearly do little to 
extend historical knowledge. The 
weakest is the one dealing with trans- 
port and will, unless the children are 
determined or pushed hard, be unlike- 
ly to teach much about the relative 
merits of canal baraes, trains and 
lorries in the late 1940s. The use of a 
point system and the lack of any review 
of the child-input at the end, produces 
a simple game strategy approach, in 
which there is as much chance of 
“success" as there is by carefril study of 
the sheets. 

While the program on the family is 
better and that on housing consider- 
ably more Interesting, it is “Children 
on the Move” (designer S P Pollard) 
that is outstanding in achieving role 
play and empathy. The children, by 
being asked to identify with the eva- 
cuees, the families receiving them and 
the billeting officer, are provolrod to 
consider how people relate to each 
other. By being asked to justify deci- 
sions about which families in which 
village should take a particular child, 
conscious projection and justification 
of feelings can actually occur. AH the 
decisions and all the statementsput on 
the screen can be reviewed at the end 
and the children further questioned on 
why and how they made particular 
choices. 

It is a pity that the families are only 
described in detail on the program and 


not on paper as well, because it is hard 
to refer to the information again. It is 
also regrettable tliat responses have to 
be limited to eight or ID words at the 
most, though it could be argued this 
helps make thoughts more precise in a 
sensitive area so difficult to articulate. 

But the historical understanding of 
the children is definitely increased if 
time is spent on giving a much brooder 
context to evacuation in 1939-40. This 
will necessitate a significant allocation 
of time on any history curriculum and 
It may be thought one aspect of the 
impact of war would not justify it. U, 
hpwever. the educational objective Is 
to extend both psychological and social 
awareness and open up areas of feeling 


maiuige the! material without major 
mmoulty, and the potential level of 
depth in responses should make some, 
though n6t the programs suitable 


that might otherwise not be discusseiL 
then this will be a very effective means 
to Uiat end. At last programs ore being 
mtten which really do show it is what 
is put into computers which governs 
what we can get out of them; the 
machine can become a means of 
extension to rather than a limitation on 
our unaginations.

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ENGLISH 

Beyond the call 
of competence 

Teachers should be prepared to justify the values and attitudes 
which their lessons embody and encourage. By Graham Nutbrown 


Schools and individual departments 
are increasingiy concerned with how 
they are vieweci by the general public, 
specially parents. Whether we like it 
ioriQO<si»tmuphinp.WifBn.depeQdiona . 
j school's image.-'SchQols, departments 
and individual teachers are being 
urged to be more open and more 
accountable, to be more willing to 
show and to justify what they are 
doing, 

Subjects areas also have an image in 
the public mind. Some subjects are 
viemd favourably, some with suspi- 
cion, some with contempt. Sociology 
and Political Studies, on tne whole, get 
a bad press. They were not part of the 
curriculum when parents were at 
school and (heir aims and methods arc 
not widely understood. But it is not 
hut the newer subjects which suffer 
rrom widespread misunderstanding, 
^glish is onen viewed with suspicion 
because it does not appear to be doing 
the same sort of thing as it did when 
parents were at schooL Parents impart 
preconceptions about subjects .to 
pupils and this can lead to anxiety in 
pupils that what they arc dedng Is 
irrelevant. 

This is a point made by David 
in the Summer 1983 issue of 
Relish hi.Education. His article, “Is 
this proper Engitsh we’re doing, Sir?", 
argues that En^Uh teachers must 
raasc morp effort to'^nlain lo pupils, 
parents and employers that the subject 
111?* about "a set of functional 
^is that can master by docilely 
htung in to given routines stoge- 
maMged by the teacher." Language

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What values and attitudes do we hoM 
to encourage pupils to hold? This 
perhaps is a more contentious q^ues- 
tion. but it cannot be ignored. Nothing 
we 00 in class is totally neutral. Values 
and attitudes are embodied in all Our ' 
practices. Teachers are on display, 
their conduct is viewed, they select 
some topics and not others, they 
present materials which have mean- 
ings. Choices are made for reasons. 
Some people might resent the fact that 
teachers affect pupils' values and atti- 
tudes, but that will not stop it being the 
case. Teachers, however, should be 
prepared to justify the values and 
attitudes which their lessons embody 
and encourage. And we should be able 
to point out that one important reason 
for developing language skills is to give 
pupils the means to reject, or to accept 
for themselves, the specific values we 
encourage. 

Some people appear to suspect that 



vidually, is to make ourselves aware 
of, and responsible for, the values 
which our lessons embody, and be 
prepared to justify their presence, just 
as we should be ciumte 

teaching technic(ues and Mnenlls.lj^ 
The two questions (why do we want 
children to be competent language 
users? and what values do we hope to 
encourage them to hold?) are related 
because the values we refer to in 
answering them are likely to occupy 
the same ground, to rest on the same 
fundamental principles. It could be 
that at this level of generality most of 
us, both teachers and parents, would 
be in agreement. 

It is difficult to characterize fun- 
damental principles without sounding 
vague; but we should try. Tliere is, 
surely, widespread adherence (howev- 
er passive it may be) to the principle 
that every person should be allowed 
(which includes helped and taught) to 
achieve his or her full human potential. 
We all want that at least for our own 
children. We deplore an^hing which 
unnecessarily represses that potential.

Colin Butler looks at A level English 


One of the most interestlnc things 
about E M Forster, indisputably one of 
the finest English novelists of this 
century, is that he ceased writing 
novels altogether. In his biography oT 
Forster, P N Furbank suggests three 
passible reasons for this: that Forster 
was fundamentally afraid of success; 
that as a practising homosexual he 
found it increasingly irksome to ex- 
press himself nn tne doings of heter- 
osexuals; and that chanmng times were 
posing problems that Forster had no 
formal answer to. White all three carry 
conviction, the last seems to me the 
most important, not least since it is 
worth remembering that Forster him- 
self was not entirely dismayed by the 
turn his career was to take - from 
novelist to, by and larM, essayist. 

"Temperamentally," Forster was to 
broadcast in 1946 {vide "The Chal- 


lenge of Our Time" in Two Cheers for 
Democracy), "I am an individualist . . . 
and my books emphasise the import- 
ance of personal relationships and the 
private life . . . What can a man with 
such equipment ... say about the 
Challenge of our Time (j/c)?" The 
immediate problem, as the broadcast 
goes on to make clear, is the need to 
recondle Individual values with think- 
ing m colle^ye jetnuu a feat which 
> F^ti^emaeiftly-fat^asM him. 
■This beini'so. h\s easey8, each valid in 
its own circumscribed way but never 
intended to be a cumulative part of an 
exhaustive statement on man and his 
world, must have seemed a much 
better means of proceedine than the 
novel, with its inveterate individualism 
and its traditional assumptions of com- 
prehensiveness. 

The Issues that Forster raises by his 
characteristically honest preoccupa- 
tion with "equipment" transcend nis 
own dtuation, being as they arc central 
to artistic and critical practice alike. 
And if I have. In tlie bau of my mind, 
the section of the London Board A 
level English syllabus entitled "The 
Individual and His Times" - a section 
due, in any case, to be replaced in 1986 
- it Is onlyoecause by its implications it 
brings home the daunting obligations 
that fall to the teacher as he or she 
attempts to introduce the young not to 
the study of books fthe expositive 
fallacy), but to the decidedly more 
problematical enterprise of the. study 
of literature. 

By which of severri competing and 
by no means mutually exclusive sets of 
criteria we establish functional deflni- 
tiooi ofthe Ihdivlduar or of "his (771) 
times*' U a question which, of course, 
arises immediate; But the more insi- 
dious difficulty inheres In the form of 
the examination syllabus itseif. name- 


ly. that lists of purportedly reprcscnia- 
live texts like Howards End or The 
IViurc Land nr 198-i or The Spire 
beguile the reader into believing thul 
he has mure equipment (to insist on 
Forster’s word) than he really has. 
And that is not only because such 
syllabuses seem scif-cvidcntly 
appropriate in the light of thai reader's 
own education at school, and in u 
college or university literature deport- 
ment, but also because such books, in a 
way hallowed by the culture of which 
they are a formative constituent, in- 
sinuate a manner of understanding by 
the very means whereby they stoke out 
their areas of enquiry: by ttieir form, 
their subject matter, their processes of 
selection and so forth. Provided the 
teacher confines himself to expound- 
ing content in more accessible terms, 
supplemented, for example, by 
enough theological and biographical 
“background" to provide an intelligi- 
ble context for Eliot's poety, By 
enough social history for Howard End 
or whatever, he can be confident of 
remaining safely within the expecta- 
tions of fus syllabus. 

There is, however, a real danger that 
such an approach fails to draw an 
adequate distinction between "know- 
ing" and "knowing about". To re- 
capitulate Forster's liberalist perplex- 
ities or Eliot's ledemplionism In sim- 
pler form is one thing, and many an 
academic has made a one living out of 
precisely such activities (Words- 
worth's riew, of nautre, Dickens' 
social attitudes, Milton's theology, and 
so forth); but to be sufficiently equip- 
ped to tnink in, let us say, historical or 
theological terms, and to incorporate 
the contributions of major authors, to 
the extent that they are valid, in such 
thinking is another thing altogether. 
As Forster perceived in nis own par- 
ticular case, there is in the practice, If 
not the potential, of Ucerary produc- 
tion a point where hard questions of 
competence need to be raised. And 
there is no guarantee that they will be 
iwived by conferring automatic 
primacy on literature itself, however 
much that process may be institu- 


tionalised by examination syllobuses, 
university departments and their direct 
reflection, school departments. 

If it Is accepted that literature is part, 
but only part, of the acq^uisltion of 
wisdom, tnen the insufficiency of a 
clutch of titerary texts i/i vacuo becom- 
es readily apporonf. For each text, by 
the issues t|iat It raises, will itecessarily 
push, towards dlKipUnea of thought 
that extend beyond it. 

This in turn raises the question of 
English as a single-subject discipline. 


If literature, unlike Baron Mflij. 
chhauMn. is incapable of susiainine 
Itself by ns own pigtail, then it follwj 
that oihci modes ol thought should 
also be involved - not, as tends to be 
the case, either on un aiKillary bs^or 
adventitiously, depending on what- 
ever n candidate's subject comblaa- 
lions happen to be. but imrinsicalty 
and a priori. Some such recognition ^ 
this seems to be in the wind with tk 
recent o^ess of interest in A levd 

It 


philosophy; but I should have thou^ 
that a more nromisinc pMSibWi 
would be Mode Tliree syllaouMs coa- 
structed in genuinely inter-disdpliflary 
fashion in order to explore a Omiied 
number of clearly denned coocepts. 
These could be validated, each on its 
own merits, by the examinsHnu 
boards they were proposed to, and be 
understood to count as the equivaleol 
of more than one separate A le^ 
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subject. That there would be organiza- 
tional diSiculties is obvious, but 1 aoi 
not at all sure that they are insuper- 
able. 

What I am sure of is that, far from 
discounting literary studies (Fonicf 
may have stopped writing npveis but 
Ite Knew the merits of those he luri 
already published), such a procedure 
would encourage their development la 
a way that Is more commensurate wilb 
their comple.xities than » cuitestiy w 
case; and that the. Palace of Art vw d 
thereby be l^ss likely to become liiiK 
more tlian a Hall of Mirrors,

Ctockcroft on English at 16-plus 
byBillDeller 


SInre the setting up 
Examinations Council, Sir Wilfred 
Cockcroft, its Chairman, has achieved 
at least two crucial aims: . . 

# He has established without 

eQuivocstion the SEC s Independence 
from the Secretary of State for Mic- 
tion. (In a letter to Sir Keith last 
December. Sir Wilfred outlined 
"iscues beyond those you have raised", 
among whi A were the SEC’s concern 
that In general the 16-plus proposals 
"should not have the effect of dividing 
Ibe school population in any undesir- 
able way", that “the great majority" of 
children "should be allowed access to 
at least some suclt syllabuses in some 
subjects" and that "insufficient re- 
sourcesGould jeopardize the successful 
Implementation of the changes we 
think desirable". Not bad for starters! 
#'rhe second vital point is that the 
SEC has thrown its wmght behind the 
ides of a unified 16-plus examination 
lystem - "it is educationally feasible 
hnd ddSlriable to implement a Single ‘ 
system of examining.^ So much Is well 
known snd it would be an aberrant 
decision Indeed if Sir Keith were to 
ba^ away from this inevitable and 
sensible reform advocated so author- 
itatively by a body he himself set up to 
advise him on the matter. 

Perhaps oot so well known U the 
detailed consideration the SEC has 
ven to the various subject areas. In 
ngliih, at least some sienificant 
Qims have already emergeo. In the 
Brsi place. Sir Wilfred shows consider- 
able sensitivity to the problems posed 
by assessment in the subject. He 
mentions Eiwllsh several times as an 
example of the difficulties likely to be 
encountered and suggests that ex- 
aminations in this subject will "be 
much less unlfoim” (than maths) and 
that the skills and knowledge to be 
tested will "depend much more upon 
the proEesslonai judgment of the ex- 
beri”. He talks elsewhere of "the 
maeaseo role of school-based assess- 
meot” and of "laying greater reliance 
upon the classroom teacher". He goes 
out ol his way to ^Svelcome the call for 
an iacreased role for coursework” and 
does not duck the practical consequ- 
ences of extending this' pattern of 
assenment - "supply star! will be 


required to provide cover for col- 
leuues absent on training, standar- 
dization or moderation exercises". 

The SEC agrees with Sir Keitii on 
|nc sepatatton of English and English 
Uerature, so it seems likely that those 
^0 Ke Elfish as a uniued subject 
***** particular battle. Never- 
[netess, both also ogree that it will not

Keith's “doubts" about oral assess- 
ment, saying, ‘it is essential to stress 
the important role of spoken language 
in schools and we believe that the time 
is right to encourage the Examinations 
Boards to develop tbnns of oral assess- 
ment which pay heed to the wide range 
of oral skills that school pupils need to 
possess.”- Coursework too not only 
receives firm support but, only to be 
expected from air Wilfred, a figure is 
placed on it - at least 20 per cent of the 
marks available. A figure is also placed 
on the use of multiple-choice tests, this 
time not more than 20 per cent of the 
total mark and the method "not to be 
used as the sole test of reading and/or 
comprehension". With a suggested 50 
per cent for continuous wnting, the 
overall framework of assessment now 
begins to emerge quite clearly. On the 
triricy point oT differentiated versus 
common papers, though, the SEC is 

? iuite rightly more cautious. Sir Wil- 
red thinks that a common paper for 
ebrttinuouS writlrig would present few 
difficulties, but it is "much harder, 
thoti^ not impossible” to set common 
quesHona on reading. For the moment, 
he seems to be leaving it to the exam 
boards to come up with workable 
solutions. 

As for as English literature goes, 
coursework is again approved (a mini- 
mum allocation of 20 per cent) as U the 
requirement to read beyond individual 
set texts (minimum 25 percenO. Also, 
timed written papers should figure in 
all schemes of assessment, but. says Sir 
Wilfred interestingly, not “necessarily 
at the final point of the course fol- 
lowed. There is virtue in allowing 
flexibility for some schemes of assess- 
ment In which examinations occur at 
an earlier stage." 

Lastly, following his own advice 
about leaving some matters to inde- 
pendent experts iri the field, he makes 
no judgment on the exact role of 
differentiated papers in literature but 
suggests, "Examining Oroups should 
bereft free to develop schemes of 
ossessment in which it is clear that the 
candidates are being asked to show 
whot they can do.” 

On that hoppy, if indefinite note it is 
best to leave it for tlic time being. The 
Secondary Examination.s Council has 
made a good start. Already it has 
placed its growing influence behind a 
pattern of ossessment in English which 
reflects many of Uic advances made in 
recent years. Teachers’ fears about the 
possible loss of oral and coursework 
elements in English examining have 
not materiaUsco. AUeiUion will now 
move to all-important matters of con- 
tent and detail. After Sir Keith has 
made up his mind, that is.

English language studies - a new A level syllabus outlined by Dennis Freeborn 


Eighteen months ago {TES, Novem- 
ber 26, 1982) 1 described the new 
Varieties of English paper in the 
University of London GCE Board's 
Advancea level GCE English syllabus 
-an alternative to the Comprehension 
and Appreciation paper - which was 
first taken in June 1981 in a pilot 
scheme nnd is available to all centres 
from the June 1984 examination. Its 
success has led to the preparation of a 
syllabus for a completely new A level 
subject called English Language Stu- 
dies.

We have a most interesting little 
tell-tale wor^- namely ihat. It tells the 
tale of the sad decline of grammar in 
our schools and the consequent serious 
decline of the English language since 
the Second World War. 

No prewar matriculant, not even 
one who bad little love of the language, 
would have said, "English is not iTiat 
important”, and Macaulay’s famous 
schoolboy would not have said, "I am 
not thru clever”, for, had they done so, 
they would have committed gramma- 
tical solecisms. 

As Eric Partridge has said in his 
Usage and Abitsage, “This usage is a 
common colloquialism that is in Eng- 
land coniiderea an illiteracy". This use 
of the word was formerly, in educated 
circles, regarded almost as an outrage. 
The evennereasine use of that as an 
adverb is a result of leaving the 
language almost entirely on the ups of 
the masses without any firm attempt by 
scholars and other academic author- 
ities to control and rationalize it. 
Indifference, indiscipline and ignor- 
ance are battering and destroying

1ha( is just about the most remark- 
able word m the English language. It is 
a very important and extremely busy 
little word. Its correct use is the 
hallmark of the efficient writer and.

ance. Dr Onions tells us that that is 
demonstrative in origin. Nor should 
the adverbial use of that be Justified on 
the grounds of idiom for, to cite 
Fowler, foolish idioms, of which we 
have many, are of no credit to the 
language or its users, llie fewer we 
have, tne better. 

I am well aware that Sir Ernest 
Gowers, in his revision of Fowler's 
Modem Bnelhh Usage wrote; 

When quMfyua another 
adverb (or aaveroial phrase), 
the adverbial that (or in nega- 
tive and interrogative sent- 
ences all that) has become a 
common coiioquialism now 
well on its way to literary 
status. 

Neither reason nor zrammar is on 


his side. Inconsistently, out rightly, he 
acknowledges it is vul^r to say “I was 
that angiy’. Lexlocographers and 
other scholars of English should re- 
solutely denounce the ugly, harsh, and 
irratioQal use of that as a simple 
adverb. 

Why did Gowers take this extraor- 
dinary view? I hazard a ^ess. Certain- 
ly, he had many excellences, but he 
was not a grammarian and, it seems, 
had no love for this declining species. 
^ panted after a reputation for 
liberalism, and this apparently biased 
his mind towards accepting tilings he 
should not have accepted. 

As Fowler pointed out over fifty 
years ago, we are not making the best 
use of our imperfect language. For 
example, one valuable improvement 
he recommended was a clearer distinc- 
tion between the use of that, on the one 
hand, and which or who on the other. 
The following sentence is ambiguous. 
There were very few passen- 
gers who escaped without se- 
rious injury. 

The next one Is not. 

There were very few passen- 
gers that escaped without se- 
rious injury. 

Fowler was right, but pressed his 
ease too far by demanding that rather 
than which in almost every defining 
clause.

the magazine of the English Speaking 
Board, Vivian Summers (until recently 
head of English at Queen Elizabeth s 
School, Crediton), noted this trend: 
“Many teachers reel that poetry that 
does not in some way relate to these 
issues can have no appeal to their 
pupils and so . . . anthologies are 
ransacked for ‘relevant’ modern mate- 
rial .. . One wonders how often Peter 
Porter’s poem. Your attention please 
has been discussed as a poem and how 
often it has been taken simply as a text 
'for a discussion of nuclear disarma- 
ment.'’ Valid thou^ that latter use of 
the poem may be, such exclusive "use" 
of poems does result in many students 
remaining unfamiliar with poetry as 
poetry. 

The situation is by no means always 
remedied at O level as Vivian Sum- 
mers also noted; "Many experienced 
teacher»(vill avoid chosmg poetry if at 
all possible, for it is a fact well known 
to teachers and examiners that it is far 
easier to score marks when writing on 
plays or novels than on poetry. Iryou 
want your pupils to gain a good grade 
at 0 level in EngliM literature, you 
advise them to steer clear of poetryl" 

So how can young sixth formers be 
led from uncertainty bred of unfami- 
Uarity to a position in which they feel 
confident oi making informed critical 
judgments? The answer lies in that 
word “confident”. 

Whether or not their particular A 
level syllabus contains a creative or 


language component (as do, for exam- 
ple, some JMB, Londou and Cam- 
bridge alternative papers), I am con- 
vinced an A level Bn^lsh course must 
be both creative ana critical, a belief 
which is the basis of my book*. It is

tainly she is seen in relation to men as 
the Earth is to Antaeus - a very 
different concept from that of the 
passive background figure that ends up

Farm”. It Is shown here that, different 
in style and approach though their 
work may be, these authors share a 
conviction that It Is the active power of 
nature that gives life and strength and, 
alienated from it, man is denied a grasp 
on reality and truth. 

In his mtroductlon, Roger Ebbatson

developed in close conjunction with 
the process of composition, of writing. 

After all, for a young student to 
spend two years studying art without 
ever putting brush to paper or canvas; 
to study carpentry without making 
anything; to study cookery without 
ever converting a recipe into a meal 
would be frustrating and stultifying. It 
would also be short-sighted as one of 
the most efficient warn of learning is by 
doing. So it is with literature. 

To develop one of those analo^es: it 
is possible to appreciate a chair with- 
out having made one. So it is with a 
poem. But in order to discuss, say, an 
antique chair, you must know some- 
thing about antiques. If, in addition, 
you nave actually made a chair, even a 
basic kitchen one, then how much 
more informed and confident will be 
your appreciation of a Chippendale or 
Sheraton. 

One reason the creative approach has 
in recent years become suspect is because 
it is tliougbt by some to be an easy 
process, a soft option, .^AH it seems to 
require is the spontaneous overflow of 
emotions in lines of verse each two 
words lone. Quite deliberately 1 chose 
a Dylan lliomas manuscript as the 
cover illustration for Crratii'e and 
Critical, showing how a poet had 
worked on a draft, honing and re- 
phrasing images and ideas. The crea- 
tion of a poem is a discipline as 
demanding as criticism and once stu- 
dents have experienced “the long toil 
that goes like blood to the poem’s 
making", they will have the confidence 
to comment on another's toil. No 
longer will they need to resort to such 
desperate sentences as "In this poem 
the poet uses a lot of alliteration’’ when 
they run out of more perceptive com- 
ments. 

Even more importantly, there is the 
chance that, once A level Is over, and 
whether they study literature at uni- 
versity or not, th^ might have de- 
veloped an interest that will enrich 
their later years. They might even 
continue to read or write the occasion- 
al poem entirely for enjoyment or 
personal satisfaction.

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A literature losing touch 

Stephen Wade raises some questions about the nature 
of literature in our society 


111 recent years the cliallengcs to 
conventional literature teaching have 
meant that the Leavisites' ship has 
been rocked by severe storms. As a 
teacher of English Literature. J have 
been forced to reconsider the assump- 
tions about literature that I made (or 
was given) at college. 

Siruciurallsm. the New Criticism, 
the claims of popular writing, creative 
writing and many other pursuits have 
impinged on those cosy areas of 
Richards and Leavis-based practical 
criticism teaching. No longer can a 
committed teacher of literature feel 
confident that the pre-eminence of 
‘jterary studies may be guaranteed and 
defended with certainty. 

For this reason, T would like to raise 
some questions about the status and 
nature of literature in our society as it 
affects education and culture - and 
therefore, of course, ultimately affect- 
ing communication. 

First I must explnin what has moii- 
j'ojcd me to write down my thoughts. 
While studying H.Cooinbes* introduc- 
tion to the elements of poetry, Liiem- 
lure and Criiivis/n a discussion began in 
my Alcvclclass regarding the concent 
: of sincemy". This arose from some of 
Coombs remarks on poetic feeling. 

He referred to the “emotional back- 
wardness" of people who persist in 
admiring ‘romantic’ works. I found 
myself havlM to ewlain to the stu- 
dents the difficulty of taking Coombes' 
position and that literature was not 
something confined exclusively to peo- 
ple over twenty one who had “seen 
life" and had learned throu^ “suffer- 


ing" and experience, 

1 learned a lot from this, but I found 
that most students were certain that 
Coombes* criteria of judgement were 
licnited, too rigorous, artifidal and 
dliiist. The question that summed up 
the reasoning was, “Why does expen- 
ence have to be dressea up in words, 
giving an artificial effect?'* 

What I suggest is that literature 
teaching nnd exposition, at all levels, 
has to recognise the validity (and 
necessity) of the claims ofthc contem- 
porary world regarding the preference 
for “message" over“mediuni''. Style in 
its subtlety or even in its high grandi- 
loquence, is a chnrm - a lotus-eater’s 
thraldom - but we live in an nge when 
there are important things to ne said, 
llie factual nnd didactic aims of litera- 
ture arc too pressing to be denied. One 
only has to consider the writing that is 
emerging from racial mlnonties in 
Britain to perceive that our traditional 
emphasis on style is now inadequate - 
at least in its present form. Linton 
Kwesi Johnson isos directly didactic as 
Milton but the richness of his word- 
hoard is like a heap of gravel to 
Milton’s mountain. There is no need 
for him to absorb such numerous 
stylistic features. 

Similarly, the importance of subjec- 
tive experience to the individual in 
swiety now has meant that the effort 
of the writer to “analyse coolly” (in 
Coombes' words) has been devalued 
Young people now ask why, after 
seeing someone die in a car crash, a 
writer would need to go home and 
adapt his original response into what 


may. irom one point of view, be seen 
as ‘'artificiaT language. I would answer 
that the mass of words available in that 


writer's O.E.D. would provide him 
with an account of his reelings that 
would be much more valuable and 


communicative than his initial words 
of emotional reaction - but I doubt 
whether iny answer would suffice. 

Lastly, in any list of contemporary 
challenges to tradition in this area, 1 
would cite the proletarian element in 

modern writing. The universities have 
^11 . . 
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form and style is reflected in the 
eternally present Major Writers on 
whom tne critical industry is based: 
Lawrence, Joyce, Woolf, Eliot, 
Pound, Forster, Conrad, etc. Writers 
such as Jack Common, James Hanley. 
Henry Green, Sillitoe or Story have a 
long time to wait before admittance to 
the canon. 

In the liiirties and Forties, proleta- 
rian literature had its extremely 
energetic promoter, the admirable 
Jol'n i-chmanp.pin his Feuguin New 
\yyjding anu.minerrjvriters, steelmen- 
writers and shipyard-writers 
abounded. This has now disappeared 
and the precious sylisls are back in the 
top storeys of the high rise blocks of 
literature again. 

In terras of its literary culture 
Britain is once more in a Two Nations 
stale - the elitist and the popular. 
Nearly all the measures that have been 
taken to try and remedy this have 
failed.

Some brave spirits in universily 
departments arc battling with courses 
on Chandler, Tolkcin or "recent 
northern fiction" and so on, hut the 
promotion of literature in jnum.'ilisin, 
reviews and maguincs is still domin- 
ated by the didactic, bourgeois, exclu- 
sive tradition of literature "a.s moral 
guide" school.

As an undergraduate at Oxford in the 
late fifties, Ibecame dissatisfied with 
the theoretical foundations of English 
as a subject. Indeed it appeared to me 
that the pursuit had no theoretical 
foundations, This disquiet grewdunng 
my years as lecturer in a university 
Enalish department. The sense that 
intrilectual violations are taking place 
In (he name of academic enquiry has 
increased with the years. 

In those days an external examiner 
reproved me, “You will have to be 
careful that your approach to English 
d«s not become barren." That was 20 
years ago. Through a wry Inversion of 
perspective -though 1 did not say- the 
grasslands of ilterary criticism upon 
which he was standing looked to me, 
where 1 was, arid. They still do. 

Here fe why I find them so: 

Many acaoemics in university En- 
glish depanments, refuse to consider 
m relevance of other disciplines, most 
nowbly.philojophyn psychology, ling- 
ute(SfS,v«ld|ihi»t9)Y* jniithe study of 
literature. This occasions many bizarre 
distortions.

One of the big - and well documented 
- problems that the teacher of English 
has to face is the question of content: 
how far should his leaching be con- 
cerned with imparling rules, and how 
far with developing creativity? 

For most teachers rules preclude the 
creative; and for most others, creativ- 
ity is just nonsense - no wnv tn write 
properly at all. To break this dicho- 
tomy down is difficult) yet necessary. 
As several iiiflucnlial writers have 
noted, we have moved away from the i 
“scif-expressive" 1960s to a view of 
language in the 1980s that is merely 
functional. The danger is llial in liaving 
this view the possmiiiiy of personal 
meaning, of involvement, is lost. Peter 
Abbs {Engiisb Within the Arts, 1982), 
white accepting that no discipline pos- 
sessed a "monopoly in explanation'', I 
deplored the dominance of sa'cncc, I 
and the wayarl tended to be judged by 
its prevailing categories. Certain^ En- 
glish teaching - laraely through the 
twin influences or linguistics and 
sociology - has shifted towards a 
quBSi-scicniiftc approach. This has had 
Implications in two important areas: 
literature is increasin^y treated as 
material for non-literary pursuits; the 
imaginative is suppressed under the 
wei^t of all the necessary “mctalan- 
guaus". 

y^ere is relief to be found? In 


institutes of higher education? Hardly, 
they themselves advance the rot. Anne 
Stevenson (TES, October 21 1983) 
claims that to study English at universi- 
ty level is creative suicide. John Barie 
(Poetry Wales, 18.1) draws parallels 
between current academic activity and 
the decline of the Roman Empire; the 
insidious arrival of commentaries on 
commentaries. Nicholas Tredell (PN 
Retfiew 37) spells out some of the more 
sinister implications. 

As many recently have re-asserted, 
English leaching is concerned with art; 
therefore, as well meaning (or not) as 
the “scientific*' approach its effects 
can only be dcstniciive. At the same 
time, it IS manifest that the “creativity" 


emphasis of the 1960s signally failed to 
produce the results that nad been 
’ hoped for ~ among other things, that 
liberation of the imagination com- 
mensurate with great art, and oiu’ta 
more mundane level, that public which 
cares about literature. 

What Peter Abbs calls the “great 
tradition*' (pace Leavis) and the “prog- 
ressive movement** (the education of 
the_ poetic spirit, pace Hourd), and 
which he held united in the work of 
David Holbrook, ore now in decline: 
the socio-linsuistic school is in the 
ascen^nt. What insights there may be 
to gain from this newer school of 
thinking ought to be embraced. Cer- 
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tainly the criticisms of the linguists that 
made the shift in sensibility possible 
must be answered. For example, P S 
Doughty (The Relevance of Linguistics 
for the Teacher of English, 1968) 


emphasized the creative, “the indi- 
vidual moment". If the essential thrust 
of the “great tradition/progressive 
movemenr Is to regain its impetus, 
then it must counter the charge that 
basically means: you teach nothing 
except sloppy, uncoordinated effusive- 
ness; enthusiasm replaces knowledge; 
anarchy supplants creativity; and me 
net result is a nation of ilfiterales. 

This, of course, has already been 
realized by those sensitive to the winds 
of change. A movement is afoot to try 
I to introduce a more specific content to 
' the teaching of English, but one that 
does not fall into the pedantries with 
which we are already nearly over- 
whelmed. Some of the groundwork for 
this was done by Anne Cluysenaar 
f/ri/nM/ucA'oN to Literary Stylistics, 
1976), where she attempted to assimi- 
late linguistics into the Engiisb activ- 
ity. Her attempt was tvave, but not 
convincing. Her insights seem superior 
to her practice. Her most significant 
iosjght is seeing the writer as ‘'verbal 
artist”. The Association of Verbal Art, 
and The Schools' Poetry Association 
are both Involved in promoting this 
idea. Peter Abbs says, “we must now

I 1983^ writes: “Any craft, whether it be 
I making furniture or writing stories and 
I poems, requires skill acquired by hard 
graft. " Thus the problem becomes one 
of knowledge of the skills themselves, 
and of successfully disseminating in- 
formation concermng the same, so that 
It is everyone's expectation that the 
teacher of English should be con- 
cerned with such matters. What are 
these skills? 

Hiere are hopeful indications that 
rhetoric is returning. Jonathan Culler 
(TAe Pursuit of Signs) speaks of it as 
"once again a flourisriing discipline" 
but with the proviso that^much of this 
activity is fbcused on metaphor'*, and 
this because metaphor has become the 
figure of speech, and so represents 
rhetoric itself; What is rhetoric? Not 
the sclentiSc, but the artistic analysis 


of languQK. As C S Lewis observes 
(English Literature in the Sixteenth 
Century), “nearly all our older poetry 
was written and read by men to whom 
the distinction between poetry and 
rhetoric, in its modern form, would 
have been meaningless.*' If we wish to 
understand verbal art, then rhetoric 
supplies a genuinely congenial mode of 
doing so. 

To be brief, let me now outline some 
of my work in using rhetoric to tench 
English literature in n typical Compre- 
hensive. Consider Romeo and Juliet, 
3.ii.57-110. The situation: Juliet in- 
fonned tw Nurse that Romeo has slain 
Tybalt. Knowing simply two facis - 
Juliet is Tybalt's kinswoman: Juliet 
loves Romeo- we may deduce without 
further reference to the play that there 
must be a conflict of emotion in Juliet's 
mind; her love has killed one she loves. 

I That is the essence of the situation. 
Stated baldly, it is not more than 
mildly interesting; but how docs 
Shakespeare state it? What language 
does he use? Does rhetoric make any 
significant addition to our undcr- 
standiM? 

Conmsed about what to think of 
Romeo? Oxymoron will do nicely: 
“fiend angelical . . . damned saint . . . 
honourable villain". How emphatic 
the Nurse is by way of contrast: 
“No ... no . . . no, . . . all . . . 
all . . . all . . . these . . . these . , . 
theK" are examples of antithesis, 
parison, and isocolon. But how can 
Juliet bear to hear Romeo so tra- 
duced? Her thinking slips to a more 
supportive attitude. Language corres- 
pondingly slips - polyptoton: “shame 
is ashamed". Rapiers out then: “Will 
you speak well of him that killed your 
cousm?"/“ShaJI I speak ill of him that is 
my husband?” Blow for blow: parison, 
aniithesls, and Romeo, the “him", the 
cMtre of attention in both lines. Now 
the decisive figure of speech that 
exliibits the tension even as it resolves 
it. Of course the Nurse's words arc 
true, and so there is a conflict of 
•nterest - Juliet’s emotions towards 
Romeo have been thwarted, eroded 
by Romeo's action; yet she loves him: 
chiasmus -

If the teacher is choosing 
the subject he should be prepared 
occasionally to contribute: a piece of 
work as well.

The 12 volumes of the Macmillan 
History of Literature, nearly all of 
which nave now been published, offer 
to guide the reader who wishes to 
explore the great wealth of writing in 
English more fully “and to gain in the 


process deeper insights into the rich 
diversity not only of literature but of 
human life itself^; so writes Norman 
Jaffares, their general editor. And 
earlier, in his dTsanningly brief pre- 
face, he has stressed the need for a 
knowledge of contexts as well as texts. 

The later English volumes of this 
series allows one volume per century. 
By contrast these two volumes “cover" 
1,000 years between them, in a total of 
550 pages: which might suggest that 
either the texts or tne contexts, or 
Indeed both, must receive unduly 
cursory treatment.

AndTor the most part 
he tends to leave the poetry to make its 
own impact, But he is always sensitive 
as well ns uiformative about the nature 
of the verse, ns when he comments on 
llie 'mural approbation” which is 
ronveyed by tlie description of the 
Green Kiuglit's clonk aspnrt.fi, "made 
pure , ''refined'’; 

In such usages the poet rc-crentes 
or creates anew, an “archaic’’ whole- 
ness of observer and object, combin- 
ing without confusion the material 
aspect of what is seen with the moml 
appreciation of the

Of 1 cannot iinagine a clearer ond vet 
unreductivc account of what Piers 
Plowman, m its successive stages, is 
about. The treatment of Ch^cer is 


inevitably too brief; but always he 
resists, as in his discussion of Troilm, 
the tendentw “to fragment, by mod- 
ernistic analysis, ana to distort, the 
Gothic and archaic wholeness of 
Chaucer’s vision". The distinctive fea- 
ture of Chaucer's vision is that its 
"wholeness” embraced both the 
archaic and the modern, especially the 
arithmetical and quantitative as well as 
the psychological concerns of the 
emerging modern mind. If, at the end, 
Chaucer condemned his secular litera- 
ture "that sounen into synne", Derek 
Brewer's own Gothic disposition en- 
ables him both to emphasize the 
narrowness of the "archaic religious 
totality and unity" to wiiich Chaucer
